SOME HITHERTO UNWRITTEN LETTERS 
OF ROBERT LOUIS STEVENSON. 
(Edited, with an appreciation, by his intimate friend and 
companion, Professor H. Cunningham Going, B. L.) 
LL 1s NOW a memory; but if I may in any way 
throw further light upon the subject my purpose 
is fulfilled. When the correspondence which 
now lies before me first came into my hands, 
I little thought that I should yet view it 
with tear-dimmed eyes and write my 
reminiscences of the great and good 
man who penned those burning 
words. Little did I think, also, that

so well, and the final touches to the 
publishers. 

[ never met my friend except in spirit. The 
great felicity of actual vicinity was denied to me. 
But I believe precedent will permit me to say that 
1 am thereby enabled to write with deeper, truer, 
more intimate and more personal knowledge than 
could otherwise have been the case. The subject 
is one that I hold sacred, and as a trust I shall carry 
it through with a firm purpose, no matter what may 
be my own misgiving relative to ability. 

The correspondence before me extends over a 
period of twenty years. In those twenty years a 
great change took place. From obscurity the 
writer of the letters arose to reverberating fame. 
They were years of hard work, of striving, of sacri- 
fice. But all the work, the striving and the sacrifice 
were amply repaid. 

The mass of correspondence in my possession 
consists of two letters. The first may be assigned 
to the formative period. The second is undoubtedly 
of the period of full and ample fruition. Both 
are without date and without signature, but from 
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I ’ve fergot more erbout dat kind uv 
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internal evidence I do not hesitate to assign them to the one whose 
work is most called for at the present time. ‘This mass of corre 
spondence 1s, strange to say, made up wholly of two postal cards. 
The first one exhibits the yearning and the struggle that 
went on in the mind of the young and aspiring writer. What 
that struggle cost no words of mine can tell. It was a deep 
and an earnest struggle, and had much to do with the after-career 
of our lost friend. As I transfer it to other paper, my heart wells 
over with unsuppressible feeling, for I realize that the words with 
which I am so well acquainted, over which I pondered so long 
before I could assign them to the right person, are now to be seen 
by other eyes. 
It may not be a digression wholly without cause to record 
the manner in which I procured the letters. I was walking along 
the street and noticed them on the sidewalk. The signatures 
of both had been cut off or obliterated, and I at once under 
stood the momentous nature of my find. The first letter 
is as follows: 
TWELVEMO & Co.:— Dear Sirs : —What is the price 
of Jack Sheppard bound in red cloth? 
Yours very truly, 


All the future characteristics of the man are exhibited 
in that letter. He had a question to ask and he asked it. 
His soul was hungry for knowledge, and he went to the 
fountain-head to acquire it. He put his question to those 
who could answer it and there is no doubt that it was answered 
It is a marvelous exhibition for one of his age, and I am 
proud to-day to be able to give to the world words fraught 
with so much moment; so just, and so true. 
The next letter is of a later period, and shows the man in 
the lustiness of his prowess. A person, man or woman, girl or 
boy, we know not which, must have asked him for an autograph 
He complied in a letter which bears all the earmarks of greatness. 
As it is rather short I give it in full. 
‘ Yours truly,

This must be regarded 
as a personal triumph for President Roosevelt.

Again, 
one of the family of Vanderbilt has a palace in New York which has 
been thought to be full of the most expensive furnishings, costly 
pictures, priceless tapestries and rugs, precious first editions, rare 
bibelots, and much plate of gold and silver. Yet he has just sworn 
that this hoard of treasure does not exceed ten thousand dollars mn 
value. How: noble this candor, to confess that his stuff is the 
cheapest sort of junk; that his pictures are chromos, his jewels paste, 
his plate plated, his tapestries imitation! He may think it no harm 
to deceive guests with these imitations; but, when he is put on oath 
by a tax commissioner, he reveals the whole truth. Is there not a 
moral here ?

THE LATEST WAR CLOUD. 
(Special Despatches by Cable.) 


ERLIN.—Lord Lansdowne’s statement in the House of Lords yester- 
day that Great Britain was the best friend of the United States 
during the Spanish war has excited intense bitterness here 
It is rumored that if the British Government will not 
formally disavow Lord Lansdowne the British Ambassa 
dor will be handed his passports. The landwehr has 
been mobilized. Great crowds are parading the streets 
shouting, ‘“ Hoch der United States!” 





Paris.— There is intense excitement here. Mobs in the 

streets are singing the Marseillaise and shouting ‘“ Vive 
l’Amerique!” and “Conspuez |’Angleterre!” ‘This, of course, is owing to the 
ardent love for the United States which prevails here. It is rumored that if 
anybody persists in claiming to have been a better friend to the United 
States than France was during the Spanish war, the army will wade right 
into the Channel or the Rhine, or both, and wipe out the insult in gore 


Lonpon.— The fleet is being mobilized. The army has been requested 
to see if it could get a move on. ‘The taxpayers are in hysterics. ‘The War 
Office contemplates bringing fifty thousand troops home from Africa; but as 
this would reduce the numerical superiority over the Boers to only fourteen or 
fifteen to one, it is feared that grave consequences might result. Great Britain, 
however, will proudly face her foes—editorially, if not otherwise—and will 
never confess that she was not America’s best friend. 


Dusiin.— There is widespread dissatisfaction throughout Ireland which, 
some people think, may culminate in open rebellion, especially if the threatened 
foreign complications should not be averted. The difficulty of procuring arms 
and ammunition, of course, stands in the way; but, in order to obviate this, it 
has been suggested that the Government might be induced to garrison Ireland 
with Imperial Yeomanry. 

Str. PETERSBURG.—The Czar is very indignant over the reports that Russia 
was not America’s best friend during the Spanish war. If any further assertions 
of this kind are made the Czar will show his resentment by annexing Persia and 
Afghanistan. ' 

Japan is ready to maintain with the sword her claim to be regarded as 
America’s best friend. She is making significant demonstrations in the direction 
of Korea. 

CONSTANTINOPLE.— The Sultan has been throwing fits since it was insinu 
ated that Turkey was not America’s best friend during the Spanish war. H¢ 
threatens that he will not pay any more bills until these aspersions are withdrawn.
